As the necessities of the 
station were pressing, and the funds of the 
Board unusually low, it was recommended 
that brother M’Coy visit some of the prin- 
cipal cities on the sea board, and procure 
donations and collections. ‘This he has 
done, and has met with success transcen- 
ding anticipation. . 

The number of missionaries at the Val- 
ley Towns has been considerably dimia 
ished. The persons remaining at this sta- 
tion, are brethren Jones and Dawson. 
Brother Roberts was present at the an- 
nual meeting of the Board, on lus way to 
the North.

When we take a retrospective view. 
ofthe dealings of God with us during the

From May to September, our prospects | 
were gloomy and discouraging; but since | 
that time the Lord in his mercy has dispel- | 
led the clouds, and caused his face to shine | 
upon us.

CAREY STATION. 
Carey, 100 miles north west of 
Fort Wayne. Indiana,—July 14, 1824, 
Dear Brother, 
After leaving Boston, I proceeded by 
way of New York to Albany, where | 
purchased some articles for the Mission 


twooi our Indian youth to the Lake to 
hold out a signal that should direct the 
vesseltothe proper landing, and to take 
out a little flourimmediately on its arrival, 
and bring to us on horseback. All our 
flour, except a few pounds for the small 
children, and the sick, had been consum- 
ed; and onthe I¢th June, we found we 
had no more corn than would last us the 
following day. None was so uneasy as 
myself, because all expected the arrival 
of the vessel sooner than I did, and 1 was 
afraid to disclose the extent of my fears. 
But, happily for us, on the evening of this 
day, one of our boys arrived withea beast 
loaded with flour taken from the vessel. 
All the donations, &c. to the mission, 
together with the greater part of our flour 
and salt, we have received at this place, 
having brought it up the St. Josephs riv- 
er (25 miles) in perioguos (large canoes, ) 
oue of which will carry 20 barrels of flour, 
and is propelled against the stream by the 
strength of four men, with poles instead 
of oars. 

Ithas been thought that the state of 
things bad not admitted of an increase of 
the family in my absence ; only one na- 


which were needed, in addition to those 
l had previously obtained. ‘These with 
the remainder of our goods, and 30 bush- 
els of seed wheat, 1 shipped at Buflalo, 
‘on board the schooner Neptune on the 
25th of May, and on the same evening 
the vessel swled. 


Storm on the Lake. 


| On the night of the 28th and morning 
of the 24th we experienced a pretty se- 
vere storm. A storm, you will under- 
stand, is considered more dangerous on 
these lakes than upon the ocean.

Amidst thoughts in rela- 
ition to myself during the time, | had many 
respecting the peculiar situation of the 
mission.

These came without solicitation 
on our part, and under circumstances too 
affecting to be refused admission, notwith- 
standing our family were already so very 
numerous. We have now filty-nine na- 
‘tive scholars, having lately stricken one 
off the list for long absence. 

Could you see and hear parents and 
children begging us to take the latter un- 
der our care, you would feel assured that 
if we had done po more, we had, at least, 
convinced the Indians around us, that they 
had some sincere friends whose faces 
they had never seen, and who are willing

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Visit of the Chiefs. | 

On the 29th of June, four chiefs and 
Many Others came im to see me, to wel- 
come me home in this formal way, and lo | 
inquire the particulars of my late journ- 
ey. &c. This was a visit which | natural.

Atter they had smoked, and | had shown | 
them some curiosities that | had brought 
home for this purpose, | went on with the 
story of my tour, stated the main object | 
of my journey, the most remarkable oc- | 
currences, and those that would be most 
interesting to them, particularly, that | 
had ascertained that they had many sym- | 
pat zing, and substantial friends in those | 
countries, whe, when they should pray | 
to God, would think of the lodians, and | 
would never forget them ; that I had talk- 
ed for the Indians a great deal, and often, | 
wien | would tellthe people that L had | 
seen the native children very hung - | 
ry, and destitute of clothes. that most of) 
the natives had no school for their instruc: 
tion, nor preachers to teach them the way | 
to heaven, many were so sorry that the 
tears ran down their cheeks ; that they 
had told me to go home, and remain all 
the while among the Indians, and endeav- 
our to instract them in letters, labour, 
and religion, and for your relief we wiil 
send you bread, clothes, books, Ke. : and 
that these were not that kind of friends 
who would give only good words, which 
cost nothing ; you see in that store-house 
an evidence of their sincerity. They 
have requested me to write them frequent- 
lv. and sdvise them of your progress and 
improvement.—Ney ev have | seen acoin- 
pany of the natives appear better suti-fied 
with a talk than were these. 

Improvement of the Indians. 


Chebas, a chief and two other families 
near us, have commenced in a promising 
manner, the improvement of their lands 
Three log houses have been erected, and 
some land fenced. Some assistance tn 
these labours has been afforded by the 
Mision, especially when they have been 
aCvtoss-how to proceed. In one instance 
they raised the walls of their house as 
bigh as a man’s shoulders, and then appli 
ed for as<ist ince, saying they were unable 
to complete it. 

Some improvements have also been 
made among the Ortawas on Pekellema- 
goo river. A black<mith and an appren- 
tice Lydian boy. and two labourers are now 
there labourmg for the assistance of those 
people. Brother Polke has litely return 
ed trom a visit to them, and there are now 
sitting hefore me three chiefs from that 
place. who have this moment arrived for 
the purpose of talking on this business. 

About 100 Putawatomies, great and 
gmail. are now at our house, who have

Being thus driven from Rome by the 
Pope, separated from the visible church, 
and condemned by its bishop, Wolf began 
to feel himself disconsolate :—the more 
so, because it seemed necessary for him 
to relinquish forever his favourite purpose 
of preaching the Gospel. Wi. these 
considerations pressing upon his sensibil- 
ity, he sought seclusion in the convent at 
Valsainte, in Switzerland. Here he re- 
mained for about seven months ; when 
disgusted with the insatiable covetousness 
of the inmates and the dogmas of Popery, 
he resolved on leaving the convent at Val- 
sainte, for one which was less under the 
dominion of the Romish See. Passing 
through Vevay, with this object in view, 
he met with a protestant friend, with whom 
he had been acquainted in Rome. By 
him he was recommended to some friends, 
who, it was thought, might procure him 
the patronage of the Emperor of Russia. 
While waiting at Lausanne, to learn the 
result of this application, he fell in with 
an English Clergyman, at whose sugges- 
tion he gave up his former plan, and con- 
cluded to proceed immediately to England-
